It, would 
cost. this county, to ‘puild such a road as 
this, one third of her whole property ; and 
to. pay. interest, at 10-per cent., on this 
amount, would swamp Us financially; but 
we could afford to.pay 10 per cent. interest 
on $20,000, and redeem the bonds in 15 
years, without any increase. of taxation. of 
past years. ‘ 

With this sum, @ road could be completed 
to the county line, soméwhere near Onion 
Valley, and finish the roadl to Indian Val- 
ley. This would do for the present, and 
when we get stronger, We could undertake’ 
larger burdens. 

As we are situated now, we pay 2} per 
cent., State and County taxes, and have no 
improvements, save and except 7 by 9 
bridges, which are built by private enter.

LEFT ITS MARK. 


After baving réad the statement of the} 
Board of Commerce, of this city, 
which was sent in reply to inquirics 
of certain parties in N. Y. City, in regard to 
the effects of the earthquake which occurred! | 
there in Oct. last, I came to the conclusion | 
that owing to the excitement and bewilder- | 
ment of nearly all of the people at the time, 
the reports of the damage to different build- 
ingsia this city were greatly exaggerated 
by the local -papers but I have changed my 
mind. The Flag came nearest to telling 
the truth, and that did not tell all, The 
earthquake left its mark. Nearly every 
brick and stone building in San Francisco 
was, to a greatcr or lesser extent, damaged; 
some so slight that they would have to uUn- 
dergo a very minute inspection to detect | 
any trace, while on others, the marks are | 
yet too plain and distinct to warrant any 
person in making the ‘statement “that ** but 
little damage was done.” The people here 
seldom, if ever, think of earthquakes. The 
subject is never broached unless by some one 
from a distance, and then it is passed off as 
a very pleasant joke ; but I honestly believe | 
that if San Francisco should ever again be | 
visited by as severe 2 * shake ” as the one in 
October lst, more than one half of the brick 
and stone buildings in this city will tumble | 
to the ground. Such is my helief,—there- 
fore, I hope that that portion of the earth 
on which San Francisco stands, will never 
* quake ” again.
